PURPOSE: The purpose of this resolution is to study security
matters at the Nebraska State Capitol. The study shall include, in
addition to legislative staff and state senators, the participation
of representatives from the Nebraska Office of Homeland Security,
the Nebraska State Patrol, the Nebraska Supreme Court, and the
offices of the Governor, Attorney General, State Auditor, Secretary
of State, and other entities housed within the Nebraska State
Capitol.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE MEMBERS OF THE ONE
HUNDREDTH LEGISLATURE OF NEBRASKA, FIRST SESSION:

1. That the Executive Board of the Legislative Council
shall be designated to conduct an interim study to carry out the
purposes of this resolution.

2. That the board shall upon the conclusion of its study
make a report of its findings, together with its recommendations,

to the Legislature.
